Sir: 


With this I beg to hand you a letter addressed to this office, complaining of exorbitant 
express charges on packages of Standard Silver Dollars shipped from your office. 


In this connection I have to say that this office is almost daily in receipt of similar letters, 
and I presume that there are many other cases where, the charges being trifling, no report of them 
is made to the Department. 


Some effort should be made to stop these causes of complaint, as the circulars say 
distinctly that all shipments will be made to points where there are Express offices, free of 
charges to Consignee. 


I will thank you to bring this matter to the attention of the proper authorities of the 
Express Company, through whose fault undoubtedly said erroneous charges are exacted, so that 
these complaints may not be necessitated.
